Dewey on Agulnaldo. 


Washington. June 28. — Continuing 


bis testimony before the senate com- 
mittee on the Philippines. Admiral 
Dewey said he did not remember that 
a proclamation of independence had 
been issued by Filipinos 'at about the 
time of the suiting of the Spanish 
squadron. The admiral added he had 
given Aguinaldo a printing press and 
it vas probable he nsed this press for 
getting out his proclamation. Witness 
said he forward-d the proclamation to 
Washington without reading i£- 
In 


speaking of Aguinaldo's loyalty, the 
admiral said he had become sus- 
picious of that leader before the re- 
ceipt of his proclamation July 15. add- 
ing. "I will say I believe Aguinaldo 
was there for gain, for loot, for 
money, and that independence never 
entered his head." Senator Carmacfe 
asked the admiral why he tad fur- 
ntehed sach a man with aros and 
helped to organize his army. Dewey 
replied, hesitatingly, that "ail was 
fair in war" and there were no Amer-

of the Democratic minority members 
of the house of representatives, dec- 
larations were adopted condemning 
the Republican majority in congress 
tor failure to pass a meaaure provid- 
ing reciprocity with Cuba. The cau- 
cus declared that the bill which pass- 
ed the fcouae was heartily supported 
by the Democratic minority after the 
protection to the sugar trust 'had been 
removed by the solid 
Democratic 


vote, aided by a small minority of 
Republicans. This bill. Use caucus 
held, "carried relief to Cuba, reduced 
the price, of sugar to American con- 
sumers and struck a heavy biow at 
the notorious and obnoxious sugar 
trust. The refusal of the Republican 
senators to consider this measure, un- 
less tbe protection to the sugar trust 
should be restored, gives evidence 
that the -president and Republican 
party in congress are willing to refuse 
relief to Cuba and totally Ignore 
American,, consumers, rather than 
abandon- " their 
alliance 
with 
the 


trusis." The caucus further declared 
that it favors the immediate passage 
of a measure to amend the present 
anti-trust law. "so as to more fully 
protect trade and commerce against 
unlawful restraints and monopolies." 
and also a measure to reduce the 
duties on all articles and commodities 
manufactured and controlled or pro- 
duced In the United States by a trust 
or trusts "BO as to destroy such ille- 
gal combinations." Adjournment or 
congress is opposed until the meas- 
ures mentioned above have been en- 
acted into law. . 


An Interesting debate arose in the 


senate on the question of Cuban reci- 
procity. Sir. TaUer (Colo.), at whose 
instance the senate committee on Cu- 
ban relations made its investigation 
of the subject, delivered a spirited 
speech in opposition to reciprocity 
with Cuba. He charged that the en- 
tire reciprocity propaganda had been 
backed by the American Sugar Re- 
fining company and by Americans who 
were interested financially in Cuban 
sugar plantations. The purpose, he 
said, was to strike down an Important 
agricultural industry of this country. 
He was wilting to join In a general 
revision of the tariff to meet changed 
conditions, but unless the duties on 
iron and steel and other products 
were reduced together with those on 
sugar, !n order that the arrangement 
might be equitable, the beet sugar 
growers never would consent to a re- 
duction on their product 


Mr. Platt (Conn.), chairman of the 


Cuba relations committee, replied to 
the Colorado senator. He maintained 
that there was nothing sordid in the 
desire to promote reciprocal relations 
beween the United States and Cuba, 
and said the making of some conces- 
sions to Cuba was a plain duty of this 
country. It was a. duty which this 
government owed to itself as well as 
to Cuba, because absolutely friendly 
relations with the new republic were 
a necessary means of defense to this 
country, unless the United States 
should annex the island. That, he 
hoped, would not be done, as he re- 
garded annexation as a grave menace 
to our institutions. 


Senator Morgan, chairman of the 


senate committee on interoceanic ca- 
nals. introduced a resolution in tne 
senate authorizing his committee to 
make an Investigation Into the pur- 
poses of the shareholders of the Pan- 
ama Canal company.
